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Student  Government  Pushes  Through 


The  Student  Government  presented  the  student  body  of  Livingstone 
College  with  a new  constitution  and  a new  code  of  Judicial  Procedure. 

The  new  constitution,  which  is  part  of  the  Student's  Handbook,  pro- 
vides for  several  governmental  units  which  did  not  exist  before  to  ad- 
minister the  business  of  the  Student  Government.  The  Student  Cabinet 
has  ultimate  student  authority  in  legislative  matters.  The  Student  Court 
has  authority  to  receive  and  try  major  infractions  of  the  constitution  and 
by-laws.  The  Student  Commission  recommends  policies  to  the  Student 
Cabinet.  The  Student  Cabinet's  representation  is  made  up  from  the  four 
academic  classes.  The  House  Councils  have  the  authority  of  governing 
student  life  in  each  respective  dormitory.
